of hay. The use of limestone on 
the Experiment Station farm in- 
creased the yield of alfalfa hay 
from 2060 lbs. per acre to 3640 
lbs. per acre the first cutting? 

Ground limestone should be ap- 
plied at the rate of three or fouri 
tons per acre in the beginning , 
and one ton per acre every ; 
4 or 5 years thereafter. It is best; 
to apply it after the ground is! 
broken and thoroughly disk or| 
harrow it in. 

If burnt lime is useiWtibout half 
this amount of the fresh burnt 
material should be applied, but it 
should be throughly slaked before 
application.
